Twenty  thousand  years  ago  today.  .  .  old  Hairy  Face  is  seated  in  front 
of  his  cave  in  southern  France,  busily  engaged  in  chipping  small  flints.  He 
says  to  his  son:  "Ho,  lad,  run  over  to  yon  bone  pile  and  :;;et  me  a  heavy  jawbone. 
Knock  out  the  teeth  because  I  want  to  wedr.e  these  flints  into  the  jawbone. 
That  will  mek.e  it_  a  good  sickle.    Our  little  patch  of  wheat  is  ready  for 
harvest," 

An<^ow  let  us  toice  our  way  down  the  centuries  to  a  nev7  land,  —  to  a 
Dokota  wheat  farm. 

"Como,  boy]     Hook  that  rubber-fired  tractor  to  the  combine  harvester. 
That  quarter  section  of  wheat  will  soon  shatter.     It  is  ready  for  combining." 

Folks,  v;e  have  tnkcn  a  twenty  thousand  yerv  jump  in  tirae  and  r  five 

thousand  mile  jump  in  space  froJi  s"!JJiny  southern  Frai'ice  to  the  plains  of  DrJcota. 
'Old  Hairy  Face  started  with  jaw-bone  sicicle  in  hrjnd.     One  by  one  his  de- 
scendants follow  hiu,  with  solid  flint  sickle,  with  bronze  sidikle,  with  iron 
sickle,  with  scythe,  with  cradle,  with  reaper,  V;ith  wire  binder,  with  tv;ine 
binder,  rnd  —  we  arrive  at  the' present  perfection  in  harvesting  machinery, 
the  tractor-drawn,  tractor-propelled  conbine  harvesfer. 

The  machine  hrs  lightened  human  lobor,    A  hundred  years  aK-,'o  it  took 
fiftv-eight  man  hours  df  labor  to  produce  an  acre  of  wheat;  forty  years  ago 
it  took  only  nine  mm  hours  to  produce  an  acre  of  wheat  and  ¥;ithin  the  last 
five  years  we  have  been  producing  tha.t  acre  of  whea,t  with  three  hours  of  man 
labor.    Ken  have  become  directors  of  pov/er.    Farmers  went  and  deserve  more  nnd 
better  machines  for  both  farm  nnd  home.      The  farm  machinery  repair  bill  is 
too  high.     Too  many  farm-.homes  are  still  only  wom?n-pov/ered. 


What  has  all  this  mechanizing  done  to  agriculture?    It  has  given  us  an 
agrioaltural  system  vdith  huge  capacity  for  production,  a  writhing  giont,  which, 
\inder  the  stress  and  stim?alus  of  the  economic  system,  is  capable  of  producing 
tcemcndous  surx-)luses. 

Great  shifts  in  Imd  use  owe  their  acceleration  to  the  increased  use  of 
mechonical  power.    During  the  last  fifteen  years  every  North  DaJ-cota  farm  has 
lost  a  five  horse  tecjn  and  the  stables  of  the  nation  have  lost  nearly  ten 
million  horses  in  the  same  time  —  a  herd  of  horses  that  once  consumed  the 
hay  and  oats  grorm  on  about  thirty-five  million  acres.     These  displaced  acres 
have  been  put  into  wheat  in  the  Great  Plains,   into  soybeans  in  the  Corn  Bolt 
and  into  cotton  in  the  South, 
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Mechanical  power  has  pushed  agriculture  into  the  grazing  regions  of 
the  western  Great  Plains.     The  plough-hoy  dominates  the  plains  -  the  cowhoy 
has  heen  driven  out;  hut  the  defeated  cow-hoy,  now  pushed  into  the  hreaks 
and  the  hadlands,  into  the  foothills  and  the  moiintains,  looks  hack  on  a 
plough-hoy  whoso  lands  must  he  rehahilitated  -  and  a  goodly  proportion  of 
that  rc-clothing  must  he  grass. 

The  machine  age  is  here,  hut  it  has  not  yet  provided  the  farm  home 
with  electric  light,  running  water  and  sewage  facilities.    Less  than  one- 
tenth  of  the  farm  homes  of  a  typical  prairie  state  of  the  G-reat  Plains  enjoy 
these  home  comforts  -  yet  they  are  rainiraura  essentials  in  the  humhlest  city 
home. 

The  machine  on  the,  farm  is  not  the  only  machine  which  has  influenced 
agric-ulture;  the  automohile  and  the  truck  have  provided  the  farmer  rapid 
transit  for  himself  and  his  goods,  but  it  has  compelled  that  same  farmer  - 
to  huild  and  maintain  more  than  his  share  of  expensive  good  roads.     The  very 
fact  that  the  Bureau  of  Puhlic  Roads  is  still  in  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  is  proof  of  the  persistence  of  an  out-worn  idea  that 
urhan-dwellers  do  not  use  country''  roads, 

..   'The  greater  machines  in  our  factories  are  lessening  the  need  for 
man-power  in  the  cities.     Even  hefore  the  depression  there  were  hacked  up 
on  the  farms  of  the  nation  nearly  two  million  farm  youth  who  had  hitherto 
found  johs  in  the  city.     These  youth  are  now  on  farms  -  the  farms  areheing 
suh-divided  as  a  consequence.     Small  farms  do  not  permit  the  most  economic 
use  of  lahor-saving  machinery.     If  the  operators  of  these  smaller  units 
are  to  have  the  advantages  of  the  machine  age,  cooperative  effort  appears 
to  he  the  logical  course.     The  engineer  can  help  if  he  will  design  more 
efficient  small  machines.     The  way  must  he  found  to  give  the  farmer  on  the 
small  farm  and  the  farmer  in  the  thinly  settled  regions,  those  advantages 
of  the  machine  age  now  heing  denied  them.
